Mr. Kaye said that the engines were needed 
and ought to be procured, but that eny extra 
fire companies would be superfiuous. He also 
made some allusions to the localities where 
they should be stationed,a remark which elicited 
— speech from Mr. Ainslie. The latter 
said that, as a Councilman, be knew no eastern 
and western portious of the city, but that Louis- 
ville, all over, be wished protected, and was 
willing te legislate to that end. Wherever the 
engines are most needed there is where they 
ought to be stationed. 

Mr. Leach explained that the ground for an 
engine-bouse bad been purchased on Sixth 
street because it was cheap, and a good bargain 
could be hed; and also that locality needed pro- 
tection, and not from amy reason to favor one 
section more than another. 

Mr. Orrill was also in favor of buying more 
engines; but, said he, ‘where is the money to 
come from?" We ought not to contract for things 
that we are unable to pay for. Now, Iam willing 
to go for two but not for three engines, and these 
should be designed as extra ones,to take the 
place of those that are broken and undergoing 
repairs. An engine is broken at nearly every vig 
fire, and in such cases the horses could be un- 
hitched and sent after another one. I am in favor 
of two engines without horses or men. 

Mr. Wahl spoke next, and opposed the resolu- 
tion. 

It would be better, he said, to make anar- 
rangement with the insurance companies by 
which they would buy the engines and the city 
would buy horses and the ground and erect en- 
gine-houses thereon. This course would save a 
good deal of expense to the city and effect every 
purpose. Undoubtedly there are several locali- 
ties that need protection. There are Butcher- 
town and Smoketown and Goosetown, and sev- 

“eral other places, where fires frequently break 
out, and whole squares could be destroyed be- 
fore the engines, stationed as they are now, 
could reach the place. 

The vote was taken on the amendment to sub- 
stitute three engines for two, and was rejected 
by a small majority. The original resolution 
then passed almost unanimously. The proper 
authorities will ascertain the cost of the engines 
in a short while.
